@ new organization, and prepared 


a foundation on which they hope 
to build up a beet sugar industry. 
The new organization is known 


as the Bow Valley Sugar Beet 
Growers Association its members 
shall consist of all prospective 


beet growers and anyone interest- 
ed in the beet industry. The mem- 
bership fee ig $1.00 a year. The 
association has a central organiza- 
tion of one member from each far- 
mers loca] sugar beet committee, 
One member from each business 
men's organization such: as boards 
of trade, and the editors of the two 
hewspapers in the irrigation block. 

The association will gather and 
distribute information concerning 
every phase of the beet sugar im 
dustry, encourage interest in beet 
growing, conduct a membership 
campaign, and procure the prom- 
ise of enough beet acreage to war- 
rant the building of a sugar refin- 
ery.

It ig expected the 
acreage will be further increased 
when interest in sugar beets in- 
creases, and the farmers become 
more sugar minded. 

The association aims to have 
enough acreage promised so that 
the first crop of beets may be 
grown in 19382,
